The Blue and Gold has been a member 
of the Columbia Scholastic Press Associa- 
tion of Columbia University for three 
consecutive years, and has a circulation of 
approximately four hundred, including 
alumni, faculty, and trustees, as well as 
the actual student body of Gould.

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Camera Club 


With many of the vital photographic 
supplies now back on the market, the 
Camera Club is confident that it has com- 
pleted its best year yet. There has been 
a marked shortage of film, however. 

An abundance of credit must be given 
to Mr. Gayle A. Foster, the club s faculty 
advisor, who has spent innumerable hours 
guiding the club through the intracacies of 
photography. His many years as a stu- 
dent, instructor, and exhibitor of photog- 
raphy have provided him with a fine 
background of the subject, which he 
spares no effort to pass on to the club. 
He is a former president of the Pictorial 
Photographers of America and the Green- 
wich Photographic Society of Connecticut, 
and is the Maine delegate of the Photo- 
graphic Society of America. 

The Camera Club started this year with 
a larger group than ever. Some of the 
vets took a deep interest in the dub s ac- 
tivities. and helped out immensely. The 
officers elected for the year were as follows: 
President. Lee Dyment; Vice-President, 
Leland Brown: Secretary. Betsy Grandin; 
and Treasurer. Larry Clement. The dark- 
room committee was Larry Clement, Bob 
Awde. Bob Joy, and Lee Dyment. The 
officers met frequently to plan a schedule 
and routine for the meetings and acknowl- 
edge the pictorial shows sent to us. This 
year the club contracted several shows 
from the PPA, which tended to inspire 


the club to make better pictures themselves. 
By arrangement, the club secured the 
PPA’s fifty-print show for the month of 
May. It is interesting to note that at 
least two of the pictures made in the Cam- 
era Club Darkroom have gained nation- 
wide recognition. 

T he meetings were held on both Thurs- 
days and Fridays to accommodate those 
with conflicting schedules. Darkroom pro- 
cedure, magazines, cameras, films, papers, 
composition, portraiture, copying, mount- 
ing, retouching, contact printing, enlarg- 
ing. and toning were discussed at the dem- 
onstration meetings.

In the course of the 
year the Camera Club has produced ap- 
proximately two thousand pictures of 
campus happenings, formals. athletic con- 
tests. and the Carnival Weekend. In ad- 
dition to this the club has contributed 
many pictures to the Blue and Gold and 
the Academy Herald. Also, a few of the 
members have made postcards of the 
campus itself. 

Last year during Commencement Week 
the Camera Club presented a very fine 
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fifty-print show. Both the show and the 
darkroom and darkroom procedure gained 
many favorable comments from the num- 
erous visitors. The club has two elabo- 
rately equipped darkrooms in which to 
work, one in Holden Hall, and one in 
Hanscom Hall. Most of the club’s out- 
standing work has been done in the Hol- 
den Hall darkroom which was completed 
through the efforts of Mr. Foster in 1943.

New York, 
and are sent out by the library to camera 
clubs interested in order to promote pho- 
tography.

Starting with one of the largest squads 
in Gould s history. Coach Scott and his 
competent assistant Coaches Roderic and 
Emery, supplemented by Coach ‘Pop” 
Conners, commenced the ’46 season in one 
of the best styles known, a 14-6 victory 
over Skowhegan. But this was only the 
beginning, for the following week the 
Huskies flashed past Kents Hill to a score 
of 45-0. 

The next game was with the Farming- 
ton “Greyhounds". It was played at 
Farmington during one of the most torrid 
days ever recorded for that time of year; 


but the Gouldites intercepted four passes, 
and with the help of fullback Davis, ripped 
the “Greyhound s" forward wall to pieces. 
The game ended 20-13, the third straight 
victory for the Huskies. 

The following Saturday, Parent’s Day, 
Gould lost its first and only game to a 
much heavier Hebron eleven. The game 
was played in a downpour: but even 
though the Huskies came through on the 
short end of a 13-6 score, it was considered 
the best played game of the season. 

Gaining confidence and experience from 
the Hebron duel, Gould went to South 
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Paris and came back with a 32-12 victory 
under their belts, making the fourth 
straight defeat for the South Paris “Car- 
dinals.” 

The next two games, with Fryeburg 
and Mexico respectively, were the closest 
and seemingly toughest games of the year, 
the encounter with Fryeburg ending in a 
6-6 tie. Mexico, the other aggressor, lost 
the game in the last period because of a 
fifteen yard pass thrown by John Blacka- 
dar to Don Powers. Bob Parsons, as al- 
ways, kicked the extra point, making the 
score 7-0. 

On the following week end the Gould 
team ran roughshod, 35-0, over Berlin 
High on the Alumni Field. The Huskies 
ran up twelve first downs to Berlin’s four. 


and scored three times by air, Blackadar to 
Davis forming the onslaught. Parsons 
again showed his skill by placing 5 out of 
5 extra points through the uprights. 

Thus the team closed the season with 
six wins, a tie, and a loss. It is hoped that 
next year, with Dave Bennett as captain, 
the grid season of ’47 will continue to be 
just as successful, even though men such as 
Captain Don Walker, Jack Libby, Dave 
Patrick, Dick Day, Rocky Giles, Bob Par- 
sons, John Blackadar. Russ Cram, and 
Wayne Allen will have graduated. The 
future looks good, however, for most of 
the line and backfield will return next fall 
forming a large nucleus around which next 
year’s team can easily be built.

Basketball 


The outlook for the 1946-1947 season 
was not very bright, with only two of 
last year’s first team returning; however. 
Coach Anderson molded together a smooth 
working quintet, bringing up Wood, Fos- 
ter, and Libby from last year’s J. V. team 
to take over the vacant positions left by 
Norwood. Stone, and Marshall. Parsons, 
Bennett. Hamilton, and Young made up 
the rest of the varsity team. The team 
proved that steady practice under 
“CoachY’ guiding hand paid off when 
they defeated a strong, more experienced 
Gorham, New Hampshire, team by a con- 
vincing margin of 43-36 in the season’s 
opener. 

Unfortunately, Gould lost two close 
games in the early part of the season to 
Fryeburg Academy and Gorham, New 
Hampshire, but then settled down to win 
all but one of their remaining regularly 
scheduled games. Reaching their peak on 


January 31, they defeated a strong fav- 
ored Norway team by a 68-31 margin. 

Holding a 12-3 win-loss record, the 
Blue and Gold quintet journeyed to Nor- 
way to compete in the Oxford County 
Tournament. They defeated a determined 
Fryeburg five on the first night by a score 
of 27-23, advancing to the semi-finals. 
Gould then defeated Norway in a close, 
hard-fought game by a score of 39-34. In 
the finals, however, the Huskies fell apart 
and were dismally beaten by South Paris, 
a team which they had beaten twice in the 
course of the regular season. 

After this disappointing outcome, there 
was much speculation by all concerned as 
to whether Gould would go to the Western 
Maine Tournament at Lewiston. Due to 
their impressive season's record, however, 
the Huskies were picked as one of the eight 
teams to play in the Lewiston Armory. 

In the first game the Blue and Gold 
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came from behind to defeat a determined 
Thomaston team by the score of 33-26, 
though at the close of the first quarter 
Gould was behind 12-3. Much credit 
should be given to both Captain Allen and 
Louis Wood for their brilliant playing 
throughout the entire game. Without Al- 
len’s shooting and Wood’s fine backboard 
play, the Huskies’ season would have ended 
with this game. In the second game against 
a highly favored Berwick Academy team, 
the Huskies really came through, soundly 
trouncing the Berwick team by a score of 
51-36, again putting them in the finals. 

The team took the floor on Saturday 
night with a large part of the student body 
cheering them on. This time they were 
not to be denied, as they completely out- 
played the St. Ignatius team from Sanford, 
defeating them by the close score of 47-44, 
and winning the Western Maine Class “B” 
Championship. Much credit should be 
given to the cheerleaders and the student 
body who showed some fine school spirit. 

The team ended the season in a close, 
hard-fought game with Patten Academy, 
which they lost by a score of 36-33 score. 
The game, for the State Championship, 
was close all the way with the Huskies 
holding the edge until the dying minutes 


of the last quarter, when Patten forged 
ahead to provide the winning margin.

Winter Sports 


Janice Bowman was elected President 
of the Gould Outing Club. Ruth Judkins, 
Vice President and Betsy Norton, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, and l ed Logan was elected 
manager of the ski team. 

Captain Dick Ireland, Herbie Hunt. 
Bob Croteau. Sterling Pierce. Bob Adams 
and Edwin Swain from last year’s team, 
joined by Don Powers. Dick Marshall, 
Gene Van. and Alfred Norton, formed this 
year’s ski team. Hard work on the newly 
fallen snow in the early part of the new 
year soon put them in top condition for 
the many meets that Coach Myers and Mr. 
Ireland had arranged. 

The first meet of the season was at Lyn- 
don, Vermont, where the team met Spauld- 
ing. Burlington. St. Johnsbury and Lyn- 
don, which were considered some of Ver- 
mont’s most outstanding teams. The 
slalom was captured by Ireland with Hunt 


placing fourth for Gould. High places 
taken by Lyndon resulted in a five point 
lead over Gould in this event. The down- 
hill which followed was also won by 
Ireland with Hunt and Powers taking the 
next two places for Gould with a fourth 
and seventh respectively. The cross coun- 
try, won by Croteau, with Ireland and 
Powers taking 4th and 5th places, added 
much to our score, but failed to secure 
the necesary points for a Gould victory. 
The team made a very good showing, 
however, by placing second. 

The first afternoon meet was with 
Stephens High of Rumford, when, on 
January 29, the team traveled to Rum- 
ford. In the cross country Ireland man- 
aged to emerge victorious, with Croteau 
taking second. The downhill was an 
extremely short course, Ireland finishing 
in 7.03 seconds to win this event. Hunt 
captured 3rd place. 
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The remainder of the meet was held at 
Gould on the following Wednesday. In 
the slalom Powers made two good runs 
and emerged with first place. Ireland and 
Pierce taking third and fourth places for 
Gould. Dick Ireland made two excellent 
jumps to win the title for the day. Ex- 
cellent support from Croteau and Powers 
made the event an unexpected Gould vic- 
tory. The totals indicated another Gould 
win. Rumford trailing by twelve points. 

On February first the Gould team trav- 
eled to Bridgton, where they were entered 
in the Southwestern Maine Slalom and 
Downhill Championships. Led by Dick 
Ireland, and ably supported by D.on 
Powers and Bob Adams, the team swept to 
a complete victory by edging out Frye- 
burg, Deering. Norway, and Portland. 

The Gould Winter Carnival was 
planned so that the state meet could be 
held here on that week end. The meet, 
scheduled for February 14-15. was post- 
poned due to generally poor skiing con- 
ditions. but a heavy blanket of snow ar- 
rived on Friday, and saved the day for the 
ski enthusiasts. The entire state was well 
represented with teams entered from An- 
dover. Lewiston. Edward Little. Portland. 
Rumford. South Paris. Norway and 
Gould. 

The first event held on Saturday was 
slalom. Despite the intermittent rains and 
snow squalls. Dick Ireland managed to 
finish with a time of 44.8 seconds, to win 
the race. In the downhill. Ireland swept 
to another victory. 

The jumping in the early afternoon 
was very spectacular: jumps of over one- 
hundred feet were accomplished. Dick 
Ireland emerged from this stiff competi- 
tion with two standing jumps of 96 and 
97 feet to win the event, but lack of sup- 
port from the remainder of the team put 
Gould in second place. 

At the end of this thrilling event, the 
teams moved to the athletic field, where 
the cross-country was to start. By this 
time, however, darkness had already begun 
to set in. The Lewiston team did not 
enter this event, but the remaining seven 
teams stayed to grope their way around 


the course. Powers and Croteau were the 
tw T o leading men for Gould placing sev- 
enth and fourteenth respectively. The 
cross-country race ended the skiing events 
for the day with Andover winning the 
state title while Edward Little and Gould 
trailed with close second and third places. 

These three teams, by their top three 
scores in the state meet and also by the 
Maine Principals Associations choice, 
were eligible to enter the New England In- 
terscholastic Ski Championship at Lyn- 
don. Vermont, the following weekend. 
Twelve teams, representing almost all the 
states in New England were entered in this 
meet. Dick Ireland, who held the Maine 
state downhill and slalom titles, was forced 
to surrender the New England downhill 
title to Bill Beck, star of South Kingston. 
Rhode Island. Dick proved himself very 
capable of maintaining his high standing 
in the slalom, however, as he captured 
first place. 

After two days of successful skiing, the 
Lyndon team emerged with the New Eng- 
land Championship, while Hanover, New 
Hampshire, trailed by only three points, 
and Andover. Maine, followed with third 
place. The Gould team managed to se- 
cure sixth place. 

The second of the “split meets” was 
with Hebron Academy. 1 he slalom and 
downhill were held at Swan’s Corner, 
with Dick Ireland taking first place in both 
events. The remainder of the team gave 
him ample support to secure a large mar- 
gin over the opposing team in these two 
events. The cross-country and jumping 
were held at Hebron two weeks later. Dick 
Ireland won the cross country with Bob 
Adams and Don Powers following close 
behind. In the jumping. Don Powers 
came into the lime-light, and captured the 
event with two leaps of fifty-one feet. Ire- 
land and Croteau offered sufficient support 
to make an easy victory in this event, as 
well as in the entire meet. 

The last meet of the season was a five- 
way meet at Bradford, Vermont, in which 
we entered only junior varsity members. 
Bradford. St. Johnsbury, Spaulding and 
White River Junction entered their varsity 
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teams making the meet one sided, but the 
Gould representatives, Adams, Swain, 
Bennett, and Marshall, managed to secure 
fourth place. 

Ireland. Powers, Hunt, Adams, Swain 
and Marshall comprise the nucleus of next 
year s team. Already the team is planning 
next year s schedule, the highlight of the 
season being the New England Interschol- 
astic Championship which is to be held at 
Gould.

Baseball 


Under the able leadership of Coach 
George Bowhay in his initial year as base- 
ball coach, the 1946 Gould Baseball team 
finished a very successful season, winding 
up in a three-way tie with South Paris and 
Fryeburg for the Oxford County League 
Championship. 

Although the 1946 candidates were 
somewhat hampered at the beginning of 
the season by a late snow storm, practice 
was begun in the spacious field house while 
the unwelcome winds howled outside. 
From a group of 27 men, which included 
seven lettermen of previous years. Coach 
Bowhay and his enthusiastic assistant. 
Nick Armato. extracted and molded a team 
worthy of Gould Academy’s esteem. 

Coach Bowhay stressed heads-up base- 


ball and drilled on team work. A prac- 
tice game was arranged with Rumford; 
and after being snowed out once, the game 
was finally played. It was an entirely im- 
promptu occasion with Rumford edging 
Gould in the last few innings. 

The team, built around competent Cap- 
tain Dorion. began its regular schedule on 
April 25 with a trip to South Paris. The 
Huskies were finally beaten by a strong 
Cardinal nine 7-6. The tussle was close 
all the way, but Wouri the Paris hurler, 
humbled Gould with but nine hits. Par- 
sons and Dorion contributed three hits 
apiece in this encounter, while Young 
pitched the entire game for Gould. 

T he second campaign of the year ended 
with better results than the first. Gould 
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won over Norway in a game which was 
called on account of rain in the sixth in- 
ning. Norwood going the route for the 
Gouldites, the final score was 8-7. 

In their third game Gould revenged their 
previous defeat to South Paris by winning 
6-3, Young hurling. The Gould win was 
aided by a home run by Wight in the early 
innings. Gould was never in serious 
trouble, and won the game on the early 
lead which they collected. 

In another game postponed by rain, 
Gould took Mexico by the score of 6-4. 
The game was close all the way. Gould 
winning in the first half of the fifth with 
a single by Norwood and a home run by 
Wood. Wight and Parsons also banged 
out long hits in the encounter. 

With three victories under their belts, 
Gould entertained Fryeburg, whom they 
defeated 6-5 in a thrilling contest that saw 
Cram of Fryeburg pitch four-hit ball. 
However, a Gould rally in the last of the 
eighth clinched the game and gave Gould 
a hope for the Oxford County League 
Championship. 

In an interstate game with Gorham, 
New Hampshire, the Huskies eked out a 
4-3 ball game. Captain Dorion slammed 
out a first inning homer to aid the Gould 
cause; Young and Norwood shared the 
pitching chores. 

Journeying to Norway next. Gould 
waged a neck and neck battle, and at the 
end of nine innings the score was tied five 
to five. But a 10th inning rally plucked 
the victory from the scrappy Norway 
team 1 1-5. The game was a hitting spree 
and both pitchers were hit heavily along 
the route. Stone and Smith each connect- 
ing for four hits apiece. 

With Young on the mound. Gould 
waged a close return battle with Gorham. 
The game was won in the last of the ninth 
by timely hitting and heads-up baseball. 
Norwood singled, then was sacrificed to 
second by a Cole bunt, and then was 


driven home by a sharp single to right 
by Eddie Dorion. The score of the game 
was 2-1. 

Having won 6 straight, Gould took on 
Fryeburg in a game which would mean 
the difference between the League Cham- 
pionship if won. and a three way tie if 
lost. The game was carried on in a 
threatening rain storm and was a heart- 
breaker to lose. Gould didn t seem to 
play the ball of which they were capable. 
Fryeburg finally won, despite a late Gould 
rally in the ninth when Dorion’s sharp 
liner was caught deep in right field. 

Due to the prevailing weather condi- 
tions, the Mexico game on June 1st and 
the Alumni game on June 8th were can- 
celled. 

The starting line-up and batting order 
for the most part of the games was as fol- 
lows: Norwood, ss: Cole, cf; Wight. If; 
Dorion. c; Parsons, 2b: Wood. 3b: Smith, 
rf: Cram.

State Championship Team 

The team of ’46 had several men from 
the year before as a foundation. They 
were as follows: Captain Bill Bowman. 
Martin Bovey, Dan Bennett, Donald 
Walker. Harlan Blake, John Brown, Andy 
Sargent. Bill Hastings. Rocky Giles, and 
Jack Marshall. Many new recruits were 
added to make up one of the best track 
teams in the state. 

With the exception of the first meet 
with Lewiston and Deering. all encounters 
were successful. This meet was an excel- 
lent example of the strength of the team, 
losing by only half a point. The scoring 
by Gould boys was as follows: Bowman- 
first in the mile and 880 yards: Bovey- 


first in the discus, second in the broad 
jump: Davis-first in the high jump, second 
in the pole vault; Giles-second in the 440 
yards, third in the 220 yards; Lord-sec- 
ond in the broad jump and 330 yards; 
Lucus-second in the mile: Walker, Green- 
leaf. Melville, and Sargent took third 
places. The final score was Lewiston 
54i/j points, Gould 54 points, and Deer- 
ing 231/, points. 

The second meet, with Farmington, 
which we won decisively, was held here 
also. The two highest scorers were Bovey 
with 14 points and Davis with 13 points. 
The results of the meet were as follows: 
Bovey-first in the discus and broad jump, 
second in the 100 yards, third in the jave- 
lin; Davis-first in the javelin and high 
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jump, second in low hurdles; Captain 
Bowman-first in the mile, second in the 
880 yards; Marshall-first in the 880 yards; 
Giles-first in the 440 yards; Brown-first 
in the 100 yards; Sargent tied for first in 
the pole vault and tied for third in the 
high jump; Lucas-second in the mile, third 
in the 880 yards; Blake-tied for first in 
the pole vault; Hastings-third in the shot 
put. The final score was Gould 68 4 5 
points and Farmington 39 1 5 points. 

Weather delayed the Rumford meet; but 
it was finally held at Rumford and ended 
in another victory for the Gould track 
team, the score being 63 to 36. Gould took 
eight of the 1 1 first places. Bovey scored 
18 points and Davis 15. The scoring by 
Gould was as follows; Bovey-first in the 
220 yards, broad jump, and discus, second 
in the 100 yards; Davis-first in the high 
jump and javelin, second in the broad 
jump, third in the discus and shot put; 
Captain Bowman-first in the mile and 880 
yards; Lucas-second in the mile and 880 
yards; Blake-first in the pole vault; Hast- 
ings-second in the shot put. third in the 
javelin; Giles-second in the 440 yards; 
Sargent-third in the high jump; Walker- 
third in the 880 yards. 

A junior varsity meet was then held 
for the “non-letter” men of Gould and 
Mexico. This meet was won by the Gould 
J. V.'s, and gave the boys that had never 
been in a track meet some experience. 

The last meet, excepting the state meet, 
was with Kents Hill, in which the Huskies’ 
opponent was badly defeated by 55 points. 
The score was Gould 77 points and Kents 
Hill 22 points. Davis carried away 21 
points, and Bovey rated 1 6 more. The 
results were as follows: Davis-first in the 
broad jump, 1 20 yard low hurdles, and 
high jump, second in the discuss and shot 
put: Bovey-first in the discuss and 100 
yards, second in the broad jump and 220 
yards; Brown-first in the 220 yards, sec- 
ond in the 100 yards: Lucas-first in the 
880 yards, second in the mile: Giles-first 


in the 440 yards, third in the 880 yards; 
Captain Bowman-first in the mile; Hast- 
ings-second in the javelin, third in the shot 
put; Ireland-second in the 120 yard low 
hurdles: Lord-second in the 440 yards, 
third in the broad jump: Sargent-third in 
the high jump: Greenleaf-third in the 120 
yard low hurdles. 

After these victories, the Gould team 
was ready to tackle the State Meet, win- 
ning by a safe margin in the Class B com- 
petition. The teams were at a disadvant- 
age because of slippery mud and steady 
rain. In this meet three firsts were taken. 
The results by Gould were as follows: 
Bovey-first in the broad jump and discus: 
Captain Bowman-first in the mile and sec- 
ond in the 880 yards: Lucus-second in the 
mile and third in the 880 yards: Davis- 
second in the high jump, third in the 200 
yard low hurdles and discuss: Giles-second 
in the 440 yards: Hastings-third in the 
shot put; Ireland-third in the 120 low 
hurdles. 

This meet wound up a very successful 
season for the Gould boys, winning the 
championship cup held the year before by 
Farmington. The five highest scorers for 
the season were as follows: first, Bovey 
with 65 points: second. Davis with 62 
points: third. Captain Bowman with 41 
points: fourth, Lucus with 26 points, 
fifth. Giles with 22 points. 

Six lettermen were left for the 1947 
team to build on : Captain John Brown. 
Jerry Davis. Richard Melville. Rocky 
Giles, Don Walker, and Harlan Blake. The 
holder of the cup has to be a state cham- 
pion for three successive years before it may 
keep it permanently. Therefore, the track 
team of 1947 will do its best to keep the 
cup in the Gould trophy case. 

All due credit for the brilliant success 
of the team is given to Coach ‘Joe’ Rod- 
erick and his efficient assistants. Mr. Scott 
and Hollie Sturgis.

May 9 — Spent the period playing soft- 
ball. 

May 30 — Last day of physical educa- 
tion. We turned in our locker keys and 
lugged our belongings home. Most of us 
will be coming back next fall, but some of 
us will no longer be enjoying, whether we 
thought so or not at the time, those daily 
sessions under the guidance of our popular 
instructor, Joe Rodrick.
